REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

1. Claims 1, 2, and 4-26 are pending. Claims 1, 6, U, 21, 22, 25, and 26 are 
independent. 

2. The Examiner issued a restriction requirement and has required Applicants to 
elect one of the following two inventions for examination: 

Group I. Claims 1 , 2, 4, 5, and 21, drawn to measuring quality levels of broadcast 
signals, olassilSed in class 455, subclass 67.1 1; and 

Group n. Claims 6-20 and 22-26, drawn to reverse link gating, classified in class 
375, subclass 351. 

Reconsideration of this application is respectiially requested in view of the amendments 
and/or remarks provided herdn. 

Restriction Requirement 

3. Claims I, 2, and 4-26 are subject to a restriction requirement. Responsive to the 
restriction requirement, Applicants elect the claims of Group II (i.e., claims 6-20 and 22-26) for 
examination, without traverse. In furtherance of such election. Applicants have herein cancelled 
claims 1, 2, 4, 5, and 21, without prejudice to the re-submission of same in a timely filed 
divisional application. 

Other Amendments to the Claims 

4. Applicants have herein amended claim 9 to clarify the claim. Applicants submit 
that such amendment is supported by Applicants' originally filed specification and was not made 
for any reason related to patentability. 

New Claims 

5. Applicants have herein added new clauns 27-31 directed to additional features of 
Applicants' elected invention. AppUcants submit that such claims are fully supported by 
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Appl. No, 10/684,918 
Arodt. dated Feb, 24, 2009 
Reply to Off. Act. of Oct 3, 2008 

Applicants' originally filed specification and are patentably distinct from the prior art of record. 
For example, new claims 27-31 are apparatus counterparts to claims 6-8, 10, and 9, respectively. 
With tlie addition of claims 27^31 and the cancellation of claims I, 2, 4, 5, and 21. the totaJ 
number of pending claims is twenty-five, six of which are independent. Applicants had 
previously paid for examination of twenty-five claims, seven of which could be independent. 
Therefore, Applicants have not added any extra claims by virtue of the addition of claims 27-31. 
Accordingly, no extra claims fee is believed to be due for examination of new claims 27-31. If 
any additional fee is due for examination of the pending claims, please chai^ such additional 
filing fee to the undersigned^s Deposit Account No. 50-3744 and provide an explanation of the 
basis for such charge in the Examiner's next correspondence. Applicants submit that claims 27- 
3 1 are allowable over the references of record.
